In an old hi inged courtroom in Queens 
County, N.Y. where, in an historie murder trial 
just a quarter century before, Ruth Snyder and 
Judd Gray were sent to the chair for killing her 
husband, a jury was chosen last week to try 
Willie (‘The Actor”) Sutton and an accomplice 
for a $64,000 bank robbery.

THE IKE BOOM 
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IT’S A PROTEST AGAINST OLD CONTROVERSIES AND AN ASSERTION OF FAITH IN THE FUTURE 


In less than a fortnight the Eisenhower candidacy has changed 
from a potential to a kinetic force. In fact it is a torrent of spring. 
New headquarters are burgeoning all over the place and there 
are even signs of that highest of political tributes, a “Stop Eisen- 
hower” movement. 

‘The changed climate in the U.S. has produced parallel changes 
in Paris. Ike’s friends say he has resolved all doubts about where 
his duty lies and will be back in May to further his campaign for 
the Republican nomination in person. 

Such is the momentous result of the New Hampshire and Min- 
nesota primaries. Either victory was striking enough; together 
they amounted to a voters’ revolution. The Minnesotans for 
Eisenhower group, against the advice of national headquarters, 
had set themselves a fabulous target of 50,000 write-in votes; 
this, they wildly promised, would be “the most astonishing politi- 
cal victory in our time.” Instead they got 107,000 write-in votes. 
What can you make of a candidacy that bets on miracles and 
gets paid double? 

These primaries were the first time Eisenhower ever ran for 
any elective office. Although only two states have spoken, what 
they said was unmistakable: Ike is the answer to a deep-felt popu- 
lar need. Something about him gets across to the American mind. 
If we can define that something, it will tell us a lot about the 
US. voter this year. 

During his hard-fought New Hampshire campaign Senator 
Taft taunted the Ike forces with their ignorance of where Ike 
stands on such domestic issues as economy, FEPC and the Taft- 
Hartley law. These questions sound legitimate, but they are not 
‘e for the majority of voters. At least they drew no 
rs from Ike and cost him no votes. Why is this? 

Perhaps, as Walter Lippmann has argued, this is a year in 
which all is contingent on the great issue of peace or war; in 
which the people are therefore satisfied to know that their man 
understands foreign policy. But this is surely not the whole of 
the matter. Perhaps the voters do not feel as ignorant about Ike 
as the debaters tell them they are. Ike is, after all, no stranger 
to the American people. 

As though he were, three publishers have new books about Ike 
and his views. In these books (especially John Gunther's) is to be 
found curious and interesting information, such as that Ike once 
did some ghostwriting for MacArthur, that he recently baked a 
lemon pie in Perle Mesta’s Luxembourg kitchen, that his mother 
during her last years was a Jehovah's Witness. In these books are 
also to be found long quotes from Ike’s old speeches. They are non- 
committal on current problems. But they leave no doubt about 
what principles and methods Ike would bring to their solution. 


A protest against politics? 


For example, the Negro race. In the year 2000 Ike doubts 
it will occur to us to mention those words. We will just say Ameri- 
cans because that is what we all are.” That certainly implies an 
end to segregation. Yet Ike’s hostility to government paternal- 
ism leaves no room for a compulsory FEPC. Bickerers will find a 
contradiction here. Is it a contradiction to those who share Ike’s 
faith in the gradual magic of unforced democracy? They may 
sense that if Ike were President, there would be more progress 
and less bickering. 

Maybe the Ike boom is one big protest against the staleness 
of recent political argument. Take Taft; for a time his root-and- 
branch attack on the Truman administration had a cauterizing 
sanity that appealed to people’s longing for utter change. But in 
the primaries Taft (in Governor Driscoll’s phrase) turned from 
a fighting to a quarreling candidate, and his quarrelsomeness 


became a part of what needed to be changed. Even General Mac- 
Arthur, still conducting the Great Debate of 1951, is not un- 
touched by this antipolitical protest. 

Ike remains uninvolved in these repetitious controversies. 
Politically he has the enormous advantage of being both a new 
and a familiar face. It is familiar because of his “indelible Amer- 
icanism,” expressing not only competence, charm and resolution 
but a set of confidently held American beliefs. Ike is therefore 
the vehicle of a double longing: for change, and for the kind of 
leadership that will elicit our underlying national unity instead 
of exacerbating our transient division. 

It can be argued that this longing is a great self-deception; 
that while Ike is no demagog, the people are reacting to him as to 
a demagog; that they are “snowed” by the unavoidable vague- 
ness of Ike’s statements and are making him the depository of 
their own vague and illusory dreams. As one columnist warns, 
“Eisenhower the Symbol is eclipsing Eisenhower the Man.” 

There is no doubt that Ike the Symbol is a force to which dis- 
tance and silence have lent enchantment. But what things does 
he symbolize, and are they mere illusions? 


What Ike symbolizes 


First, Ike symbolizes integrity. That will surely be a sine qua 


non of any next President. The astonishing primary vote for 
“Kaufever”’ (as one Minnesota write-in spelled it) shows how im- 
portant this issue is. If it is an “illusion” to expect honesty in the 
Federal government, there are going to be some very angry voters 
when that is found out.

The event- 
ful man makes history by being in the right place at the right 
time and doing the right thing: the Dutch boy who stuck his 
finger in the dike, Truman deciding to defend South Korea.

Some democrats—even Hook—think “‘event-making” lead- 
ers are dangerous to democracy. This year’s voters seem willing 
to take a chance in Ike’s case. They feel themselves in a jam 
from which only heroism can extricate them, And they feel lucky 
to have a hero who will neither fumble nor abuse the power they 
offer him. What Ike once said of Lincoln applies to Ike as well: 
“He had the proper attitude toward power. He was a director 
of power, a man who might give it its trend ... but he had no 
ambition to associate the source of power with himself.” 
nally, Ike symbolizes optimism. It is both his policy and his 
temperament to expect that what he works for will happen. He 
refuses to fear the worst about peace or about Europe because 
“pessimism invites disaster.” Much as he deplores our drift to 
Statism and Godlessness—that drift which furnishes the dour 
bulk of MacArthur's speeches—Ike’s optimism comprises the 
future of America. He says that the U.S. “has been marked to 
wear the burdensome but glorious mantle of world leadership. 
Today's great opportunity in this country is to make the leader- 
ship a moral, intellectual and material model for all time.” 

Is it an “illusion” that the U.S. could do that? No, it is a belief 
which Americans have held for nearly 200 years and which their 
own history proves is tenable. Ike’s big appeal is that he shares 
the belief and sustains it.

Storms rake the country, race trouble mounts in South Africa and Jimmy Roosevelt gets chomped 


SHEET METAL ON A TREE IN ARKANSAS 


Tornadoes, dust, snow—and relief 


As spring began, the South and West were raked 
by tremendous, brutal storms that killed and 
injured at least 1,300 people. On March 22 a 
group of tornadoes, which Air Force observers 
said movedacross theland “likealine ofdrunken 
soldiers,” smashed through a six-state area cen- 
tering in Arkansas. Dozens of small country 
towns were hit, some almost obliterated. The 
tornadoes were the worst in the U.S. since 1932. 

In the Southwest great dust storms black- 
ened the sky as in the "30s and the Department 
of Agriculture called the situation “critical.” 
‘A small new Dust Bowl was developing in a 
hook-shaped area that begins near Lubboc 
Texas, and extends south and west into New 
Mexico. Midland, in the heart of the r 
has had only two inches of rain in 18 months; 
winds at Lubbock hit 76 mph on St. Patrick’s 
Day. Of the 3!2 million acres in the new Bowl, 
one million were being skimmed clean. 

Violent wind and rainstorms hit 
California, flooding Los Angeles and piling more 
snow on the Sierra Nevadas where, since Octo- 
ber, 60 feet have fallen, But in at least one state 
the rains were more than welcome. Arizona’s 
long-parched land (Lire, Aug. 13) was wet, her 
dams were overflowing and the 10-year drought 
that had threatened to wreck her economy was 
atan end,

Inflation appeared at least temporari- 
ly checked. The Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics announced that the cost of liv- 
ing had dropped .6% from mid-Jan- 
uary to mid-February. This was the 
first decline since last June and the 
largest in two years. A million rail- 
road workers, whose wages are keyed 
to the index, will take a le-an-hour 
pay cut, equivalent to two beers and 
a loaf of bread a week. If the index 
drops again, as the bureau predicts it 
may, two million workers in other in- 
dustries may soon have salary cuts.

‘White Supremacy’ in South Africa 


South Africa has serious race problems and a 
red-hot white-supremacy prime minister, Dr. 
Daniel F. Malan, who has been working toward 
compulsory racial segregation and the disen- 
franchisement of 50,000 Cape Coloured voters. 
Last week, while South Africa was at the be- 
ginning of a three-week celebration of its 300th 
birthday, its supreme court handed down a cru- 
cial decision. It declared invalid a recent law, 
instigated by Malan, designed to place Col- 
oured voters on a separate electoral roll and 
compel them to vote for four white represen- 
tatives to the House of Assembly. 

Furiously Malan told the House that his gov- 
ernment “rejected” the decision, Later he said 
that the supremacy of the House must be es- 
tablished beyond doubt—which would be the 
equivalent, in the U.S., of Congress's stripping 
the Supreme Court of its power. This further 
infuriated South Africa’s “non-Europeans”— 
native Negroes, Asians and half-castes—who 
had already planned to defy existing race laws

An interstate abduction sets FBI on floggers 


For more than a year a small band of men wearing the hooded costume 
of the Ku Klux Klan whipped terror into the people of Columbus 
County, in the loamy tobacco land of southeastern North Carolina. 


On 14 occasions these hoodlums, operating at night, have abducted 

and flogged both white and Negro citizens for alleged offen: - 

ing from “immorality” to “drin t month FBI and s 

cials arrested 10 members (beloic) of the Fair Bluff Klavern of the Ku 

Klux Klan. Their final offense: in taking two of their victims across the y eee 


South Carolina state line they had violated the Lindbergh kidnap- 
ing law. The possible though unlikely penalty: death. 
Meanwhile, in defiance of the crack-down, high-ranking klan 
held a protest meeting in South Carolina, Wailed Imperial Wizard 
Thomas Hamilton (opposite, in gold robe): “I disbanded that Fair 
Bluff Klavern. Nine times out of 10, when you hear about the Klan 
whipping somebody, it was someone else who did it.” Last week, as 
arrests in Columbus and neighboring Robeson counties mounted to 
46, it looked as if White Supremicist Hamilton had lost his chance 
to revive the Klan’s Reconstruction era glories in North Carolina.

HE EXPLAINS COMMUNISM’S APPEAL IN ASIA AND HOW TO FIGHT IT 


HE spread of Communism through 

Asia is often explained simply as the 

inevitable result of the terrible pover- 
ty and misery afflicting so great a part of that 
continent. Banish this hunger and need (it 
is so often argued) and Communism could 
be erased. 

This analysis is almost as false as it is brisk. 
In fact it is notable that so wrong a theory 
could be so popular. Precisely such theories 
themselves contribute enormously to Com- 
munism’s spread, for they help blind the West 
to true perception of the forces it must face 
and rout. Consider, for example, this fact: in 
India, Communism has made least progress 
among the most destitute—the scores 
lions of untouchables and aborigines 

‘The crucial truth is that Communism can- 
not be labeled the direct, automatic result of 
a people’s want or suffering. Nothing so com- 
plex as Communism could have so starkly 
simple an origin. There is no political com- 
pulsion that inexorably converts plain want 
—the lack of either security or equality— 
into Marxist ideology. Hunger alone does not 
make Communists: they are made by belief 
—dedicated, fanatic belief. 

What the West must seek to grasp, then, 
are the factors that have made so many peo- 
ples of Asia ready, often eager, to believe the 
claims of Communism and to serve in its le- 
gions. Once it is understood that the causes 
for the spread of Communism and the reasons 
for its appeal are exceedingly complex, it

should become plain that its retreat cannot 
be forced by simple remedies, such as mere 
material and economic uplift. 

It is ironic that nationalism—one of the 
few political ideas su fully exported by 
the West to Asia—today is the source of so 
much of Asia’s hostility to the West. Primary 
Asiatic loyalty has traditionally been to one’s 
family or caste or religion, but not to the na- 
tion. The notions of the city or the state (or 
thenation), in the modern sense. of the equal- 
ity of all citizens within the state, of repre- 
sentative government and of the will of the 
people as the foundation of civil authority 
—all these came to Asia for the most part 
from the West. In diverse ways, these are the 
very ideas exploited by Communism to in- 
flame anti-Western feeling. 


Europe has taught the world that no great- 
er disgrace can befall one people than to be po- 
litically subject to another. This lesson Asia 
has learned with a vengeance. It seems that 
all particularism must submit to the same 
fate: sooner or later it propagates itself either 
directly or by way of reaction, and then it has 
to contend with its own offspring, The idea of 
one’s nation, one’s motherland, whose ind: 
pendence is to be attained and safeguarded 
at any price, from which “the foreigner” 
must be driven by all means, has taken firm 
hold on the Asiatic imagination. 

Of course, no complex phenomenon like 
nationalism can move from one continent to 
another and remain perfectly pure in the 
As it meshes with new patterns of 
life and thought, it is bound to give rise to 
unexpected syntheses. The nationalism of 
Western Europe. marked by populations 
more or less homogeneous in language and 
race, and a citizenship for the most part in- 
dependent of religion, is obviously a much 
simpler sort of thing than the nationalism 
of the Arabs, the Iranians, the Pakistanis, 
the Indians, the Indonesians or the Chine 
Race, language and religion enter in varyin 
ways into the determination of Asiatic na- 
tionalism. Thus the kind—or kinds—of na 
tionalism that Asia is evolving will inevita- 
bly depend on Asia’s answers to a number 
of questions. Can religion and the state be 
separated? What sort of nationalism is os 
sible in a state (e.g., India) of many races,

languages, classes and religions? Will nationalism develop a racial 
reaction against the non-Asiatic peoples? What sort of relationship 
is it going to develop to the Communist doctrine and to the Com- 
munist Soviet state? Can sufficient creative cooperation and mu- 
tual trust and respect be developed between Asiatic nationalism 
and the Western world? 

For the moment the important fact is that the Communist move- 
ment is identifying itself with resurgent nationalism in Asia. This 
is a crucial part of high Communist strategy; the detachment of 
the so-called dependent peoples from their imperial masters—both 
to weaken these masters and to convert the rebels into “peoples” 
democra * But these ulterior Communist motives do not deep- 

the peoples of Asia, ready to embrace any allies in the 
fight for freedom. The questionable maxim here applies: whoever 
hates my enemy must be my friend. The Indian nationalist, for ex- 
amp! y much as Churchill did when he welcomed alliance 
with § gainst Hitler. It is a common remark of many a na- 
tionalist in Asia that if it w matter of choosing for his country 
between a native Communist regime and foreign rule (by which 
he means Western European rule), he would unhesitatingly choose 
the former. To such a nationalist, the decisive thing is not the the- 
oretical character of the regime but the practical matter of who 
rules. That Moscow would effectively rule any “native” Commu 
nist state is a fact that seems so remote as to be irrelevant. 

Communism has an economic as well as a political advantage to 
exploit in wooing Asia’s allegiance. 

The overwhelmi: dominant economy in Asia is agriculture. 
It will be a long time before industry develops to become a signifi- 
cant factor in the determination of the course of events. Thus Asia’s 
fundamental economic division is between the big landlords and 
the tenants. It follows that the test economic need in Asia is a 
fundamental agrarian reform. been the policy of the Chi- 
nese Communists: not indeed the abolition of private property, 
but the redistribution of the land. Nehru in India is resolutely tack- 
ling the same problem. In his opening address at the Japanese Peace 
Treaty [Conference] in San Francisco, President Truman spoke of 
the immense suc this policy of fundamental land reform had 
met with in Japan under the Occupation. The problem is to be 
seen everywhere. 


Communism and land reform 


ERE again Communism comes upon the scene with a clear- 
cut program. It advocates an agrarian revolution far more un- 
equivocally than the Western world has done. And its ideas do 
not derive only or mainly from theoretical Marxism; they spring 
from the great experience of the Russian peoples, who themselves 
have undergone a tremendous agrarian revolution in circum- 
stances almost identical with those prevailing throughout the rest 
of Asia. Whatever its political implications, Communism seems, 
to the average questioning Asian, more sensitive to his economic 
problems than any program so far seriously put forward by the 
Western world.

COMMUNISM AND ASIA continues 


ideas as land reform may disturb sophisticated Westerners, but to 

the peoples of Asia ruthlessness is not particularly disqualifying. 

‘The apparent efficiency of Communist methods—however harsh 

—in fact exerts a special appeal. There is so much dirt to clean up, 

so much injustice to correct, so much reorganization to do, that the 

patience of the most moderate elements is often exhausted by the 

pace of “evolutionary methods.” What it took Europe three cen- 

| turies to achieve they want to accomplish in their lifetime—and 
| this despite the fact that Europe worked with political ideas ma- 
| tured within its own tradition, whereas Asia is grappling with ideas 
| for the most part of alien origin. 

t Hence the pretenses of the Russian five-year plans deeply im- 
| press many Asian thinkers. A swift and simple method of human 
| planning is thus dramatically displayed. There seem available won- 

drously efficacious plans for the wiping out of illiteracy, for the 
building of houses, for the modernization of agriculture, for the 
lowering of consumer prices—everything necessary to catch up 
with the procession of history quickly. These plans convey the joy- 
ous impression (which the Asian has no time to verify) that “prog- 
ress” need not be left to the haphazard workings of half-conscious, 

| uncontrolled processes, but can, both in its direction and in its 
speed, be taken firmly into one’s own hands. And so the Asian lead- 
er is likely to prefer strong, totalitarian measures to the slow, de- 
bating and muddling ways of democracy. Let the government do 
it! He will not argue with how the thing is done, provided it is done. 
In addition to these major causes for Asia’s receptiveness to Com- 
munism, one must not forget the ways in which this philosophic 
predisposition has been encouraged and exploited; Communist 
parties and agents have been enormously efficient throughout 
‘Asia; military success in China has vastly increased Red prestige; 
and the Western nations have found their own policies in Asi 
twisted or impaired by Communist agitation in their own capitals. 
At the same time Asia finds much of the West's faith strange and 

| without meaning. Entirely apart from poverty, hunger, Marx and 
Lenin, there are fundamental cultural and racial affinities between 
the Soviet Union and Asia which place the Western world at a tre- 
mendous disadvantage in that continent. Especially is the West- 
ern notion of individual freedom and responsibility alien to Asia. 
This is a Greco-Christian notion. In Asia the effort and initiative of 
the individual human being are far less important than the weighty 
tradition of the family, the clan, the class, the caste, the group, the 
religious community or, in certain metaphysical systems, the im- 
personal cosmos. Freedom of thought, of conscience, of choice, is 

\ insufficiently understood by the mind of Asia; in certain creeds 

(predestination, karma) this personal freedom, entailing as it does 

personal responsibility, is even consciously rejected in principle. 

In Asia the group, inheriting its massive patterns and desiring to 

perpetuate itself without change, sets itself up as absolute and 

demands perfect conformity.

status is already determined for you. 

Metaphysically the individual is not better off than he is social- 
ly. Outside the monotheistic world (and this means in all Asia out- 
side Islam) the ultimate view is a form of pantheism. Man is esse! 
tially continuous with what is above and what is below him, The 
notion of a creator on whom his creation depends is not properly 
Asiatic: it is a Semitic notion, springing not from the heart of Asia 
but from its Western fring nd so law, justice, morals do not 
have a transcendental basis in Asia. | 

What then is there to prevent an Asian from worshiping the state? | 
He has by his traditions been predisposed to totalitarianism. Hence 
let the state but expound vigorously its clear, grand claims, and | 
the individual will find in his own native metaphysical resources 
endless ways of rationalizing his unquestioning acceptance of them, | 

There is therefore nothing shocking to the Asiatic mind in the | 
message of Communism. It promises better material things by eco- 
nomic and social reorganization. It preaches hatred of the only for- 

i the living Asian has known. It limits the personal freedom 
of individuals who have never known or believed in real personal 
freedom. And in all this it provides a fully articulate, fighting faith 
for which people can live and die, a faith destined, in its own view, 
to conquer the world. 

This universal element in Communism can be underestimated. 
To promise a fellowship cutting across all distinction of race and 
language and nation and religion is to appeal to one of the deepest 
senses in man—the sense of the universal. A considerable part of 
the potency of Communism in Asia arises from this exhilarating 
appeal to a universal human brotherhood. 

‘The religious character of Communism has often been noted, and| 
extensive parallels have been drawn between the prophets, apos 
tles, dogmas, holy books, priesthoods and disciplines of Commu 
nism and of the great religions. The mere fact that Communism 
comes to Asia as a religion, explaining man, history and the uni- 
verse, already constitutes part of its appeal, for there is in Asia a 
mental intensity that is suited to religion and that cannot be sat- 
isfied with the immediate and given. The mind of Asia seeks salva- 
tion, a total world view in which the soul can rest. 


Unnecessary Western mistakes 


(OMMUNISM has one other great source of strength: the gra- 
tuitous mistakes of Western policy. The Arab world may be 
taken as an example. The Arabs were very friendly to the West, 
but the West seems to have done e hing that was done with 
the object of ating that fund of friendship. Western poli 
in Palestine or in Egypt could not have been better calculated to 
arouse antagonism. Practically every Arab, faced with the choice 
between Zionist domination with Western connivance and outright 
Soviet annexation, would choose the latter. 
With so many inevitable inherited barriers between Asia and| 
the West, it seems sad that the West should seem anxious to erect 
new ones ally. 
These then are some of the real ca’ 
of Communism in Asia. They reveal ; 
plex than the breez evorced by tourists of hunger, mis- 
ery and “injustice” in Asia. ‘They should suggest to Western read 
ers that the struggle in Asia is much more serious than is ordinarily 


for the appeal and spread 


a situation infinitely more com-| 
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supposed—not to be won by a few political or economic tricks, 
hastily contrived and halfheartedly applied. The West must re- 
appraise its whole understanding of the great and rebellious con- 
tinent in such turmoil. 

The first requisite, if there is to be mutual trust between Asia 
and the West, is for the West to understand the nationalism rag- 
ing through Asia. What happened in India and in Lebanon (to take 
only two examples) illustrates how relationships of mutual confi- 
dence can develop after the political issue is settled. There seems 
now to be honest cooperation between Great Britain and India 
and Pakistan, and the relations between France and Lebanon were 
never friendlier than they are today. There should be no question 
whatsoever that Asians are masters in their own house and that 
foreign rule is once and for all ended. On the basis of this equality, 
alliances and arrangements can be actively developed. It is not 
impossible to convince the peoples of Asia that the West, both in 
practice and by reason of its fundamental principles, is really far 
more interested in their freedom and independence than Commu- 
nism can possibly be. 

The West at the same time must acknowledge that Asiatic na- 
tions will pursue their own individual political formulas—and not 
be fatuously fastidious in criticism of them. America is a middle- 
class industrial democracy founded on centuries of tradition. Should 
we expect the American system to be adopted in countries where 
and no industry, where such tradition is 
untrie t strong central government, 
let them have it: it is their busin he important things are their 
peaceful intentions, their receptiveness to free intellectual and so- 
cial intercourse with the outside world, their maintenance of law 
and order and the real concern of their government for the welfare 
of the people. These are the only criteria the West should apply in 
judging an Asiatic regime. 

Next, the Western world must do everything possible to induce 
radical land reform throughout Asia. To say that this is for the 
Asians themselves to initiate and carry out is to evade a moral 
responsibility, to reveal how inadequate Western mentality is to 
meet the present situation. That this reform should have awaited 
the advent of Communism in Asia is a heavy judgment, for the 
Western world was once in fact responsible for Asia. 


Alien economic methods 


ERE the West must be tolerant of economic met 
ts own habits. A certain degree of community or national 
ip is good and natural for Asia. The West must allow for 
y of the development in Asia of national ec 
that are noncapi , more or less authoritarian and soci 
nevertheless very friendly and cooperative with the West and, in 
any event, completely independent of Moscow. The root evils of 
Communism are radical materialism, economic determinism, athe- 
ism and subservience to an alien state. Where these evils do not 
exist and where man’s freedom is not denied in principle, what is 
there to prevent the West from having the friendliest relations 
with the resulting system? 

In the economic arena, U.S. aid is important: President Tru- 
man’s Point Four and the Commonwealth’s Colombo Plan hold 
out real promise for helping to meet the economic needs of Asia and 
thereby for combating Communism, But to be truly effective their 
dimensions should be multiplied a hundredfold to produce a kind 
of Asiatic Marshall Plan. 

The spending of money, the sending out of experts, the mere dis- 
semination of technical know-how—all this is not enough. Tech- 
nological efficiency cannot be grafted upon a culture from the out- 
side. To master nature and her forces Asia must steep herself in the 
great, cumulative scientific tradition of the West started by Py- 
thagoras and Aristotle. For science is not merely technique, not 
just the clever manipulation of material objects. Science presup- 
poses theory as radically distinct from imagination, and theory is 
the outcome of prolonged discipline and of full participation in a 
scientific culture. Technical assistance, to be adequate to the needs 
of Asia, must envisage long-range scientific planning for Asia, and 
this means universities, institutions, laboratories, books, exchange 
of professors and students, the vigorous promotion of an atmos- 
phere of free inquiry. Technical assistance conceived in less than 
these terms can only be a frantic gesture in a moment of crisis. 

Nothing is more important than to expand all existing natural 
and cultural ties with Asia. Some of the most important links be- 
tween Asia and the West did not develop on the official governmen- 
tal level. Private citizens and agencies fashioned for themselves 
a special calling among the Asian peoples. They left behind them 
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great legacies of love for the Western world. If Western volun 
agencies (schools, hospitals, missions, foundations) should not col- 
lapse under the trying conditions of the moment, and if they should 
draw local people into closer partnership with them, they might 
have great opportunities of service ahead. 

The state of mind of Asia’s intellectuals today is not a happy 
commentary on the West’s influence to date. Many of them, after 
devoting years to learning in European or American universities, 
returned to Asia afflicted with a great intellectual restlessness. Some 
of these sincerely thought they found solace only in Marxism; oth- 
ers were the clever, self-seeking intellectual radicals familiar enough 
in the West. In the light of all this, there is reason for the univer- 
sities of the West to meditate upon their failings in the past—as 
well as their opportunities for the future. 

If the West should do all the things we have so far suggested, it 
would still be at a disadvantage in Asia. It would still lack faith, 
and this is the most important thing. 

It is by faith that the West attained its highest achievements 
during its 4,000 or 5,000 years of existence, and it is by faith that 
Communism has won during its 100 years of history. Writing of 
his own country, America, James A. Michener in The Voice of Asia 
says: “Above all we should present ourselves throughout the world 
as a nation of some philosophical and moral depth.” This remark 
applies to the whole Western world. 

The West must rise above the facile temptation of “me-tooism.” 
Communism wants you to be independent?—we too want you to 
be independent: in fact more so! Communism promises you eco- 
nomic and social justice?—we too promise you the same: in fact 
more abundantly! Such empty echoing of Communism’s familiar 
lures can command little respect: the mimicry sounds hollow and 
fraudulent. Original and independent depths must, be struck. 

It is not enough to go to Asia determined to “respect its cub 
tures.” This is certainly necessary, but whoever desires to respect 
others must first be sure of respecting himself. That means: know- 
ing his own faith. 

Communism in Asia challenges the West to bring forth its own 
faith. Asians and Communists have every right to ask: But what 
do these people believe, what do they stand for, what are they after, 
what do they live by, who are they? Let the West answer! 

And it is no use talking of arms and bombs, of money and ma- 
chines, of endless comforts, and of “higher and higher standards of 
living.” These things may excite fear or envy but not respect. The 
ever-elusive ideal of “higher and higher standards of living” can, 
by definition, satisfy nobody, for it always must be the not quite 
attained. And perhaps the greatest need in this greedy and con- 
cupiscent age is some limit, some end to the restless seeking of ever- 
new satisfaction, some living principle of self-restraint. 

The West must tell us what it believes. It may not speak with 
one voice, but let us then hear its many voi sia and the Rus- 
sian peoples will in time listen to depth and truth. 

Am I to be told that this civilization of the West, which has ever 
gloried in the mind and its power to know the real truth hy reason 
and argument, this civilization which dedicated itself to the un- 
folding of man’s freedom to the end that he may rejoice in friend- 
ship, am I to be told that this civilization—despite its present trials 
incapable of articulating and living its faith? It is my faith 
that this is not so.

CREATOR OF LI’L ABNER TELLS 


WHY HIS HERO IS (SOB!) WED 
by AL CAPP 


ome 50 million people regularly snoop into the 
lives of the raflish inhabitants of the comic strip 
Li'l Abner. In comic-strip tradition, 
ist Al Capp has kept the readers on t 
for 18 years over whether or not Hero Abner 
will marry Daisy Mae. This week Capp sudden- 
ly lets Daisy have Abner. Life asked Capp to 
explain why, which he does in the article below. 


‘OU may, unless you had something better to do, ha

brainless characters they always were. And the fact that Abner always 
managed somehow to escape Daisy Mae’s warm, eager arms provided 
me with a story that I could tell whenever I couldn't think of any- 
thing better. Frankly I intended to go through life happily and heart- 
lessly betraying you decent, hopeful people who want to see things 
e out right. I never intended to have Li'l Abner marry 
r pathetic hope that I would was one of the main réa 
50 million romance lovers read my strip. 

For the first few years it was easy to fool you; you didn’t know me 
well then. You followed developments eagerly, trustfully. When I 
met any of you, I was asked, “When will Li'l Abner marry Daisy 
Mae?” in a friendly, hopeful tone. Later, as I betrayed your hopes in 
more and more outrageous ways, your tone became a litile bitter. One 
year I had Daisy Mae marry a tree trunk, thinking that Abner was 
hiding inside it. Next day, naturally, it turned out that the contents 
were an old pair of socks, but that Daisy’s marriage to them was irrey- 
ocably legal. That was a pretty problem. Your tone became threaten- 
ing. Later on I poisoned her, and Abner consented to marry her be- 
cause it was her dying wish (Why not? She would be safely dead in a 
minute anyway.); but just as you thought the wedding had finally 
taken place, I let her drink some of Dogpatch’s sizzling superfluid, 
ickapoo Joy Juice,” which instantly restored her to life, so Abner 
was no longer bound by his promise. You still asked me when they 
would really marry, but your tone was a little more threatening. Then 
I let Daisy ecstatically marry a boy who not only turned out to be 
merely Abner’s double but ‘a bigamist too, so even that marriage 
didn’t count. Now your tone was downright mutinous, and your ques- 
tion went something like: “For God’s sake, will Abner EVER marry 
Daisy Mae?” Just the same, I knew you would still keep watching 
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WHY LI'L ABNER MARRIED continveo 


and waiting. This was the kind of suspense I needed to keep you 
reading my comic strip, so, no matter how impatient or indignant 
you got, I never intended to let your foolish, romantic dreams 
come true. 

So why did I do it this week? Why, after all these years of trick- 
ing you, did I finally trick myself? Well, the real reason isn’t as 
simple as Abner, Daisy or even suspense. To understand why I 
have done this awful thing you will have to bear with me while I 
explain how and why I created them in the first place. 

When I was in my early 20s and about to start a comic strip, I 
found myself in a terrible dilemma. The funny comic strip, the kind 
I wanted to do, was vanishing from the funny page. A frightening 
new thing had been discovered: namely, that you could sell more 
papers by worrying people than by amusing them. Comic strips 
which had no value except that they were comic were beginning to 
vanish from the funny papers. Rube Goldberg’s dazed Mike and 
Ike, Fred Opper’s Happy Hooligan, who wore a tomato can on his 
head, Milt Gross’s Count Screwloose, who regularly escaped from 
the booby hatch only to return to it because things were more nor- 
mal there—this beloved procession of clowns, innocents and cheer- 
ful imbeciles—slowly faded. In their place came a sobbing, scream- 
ing, shooting parade of the new “comic”-strip characters: an orphan 
who talked like the Republican platform of 1920; a prizefighter 
who advised children that brains were better than brawn while 
beating the brains out of his physically inferior opponents; detec- 
tives who explored and explained every sordid and sickening byway 
of crime and then made it all okay by concluding that these attrac- 
tively blueprinted crimes didn’t really pay; and girl reporters who 
were daily threatened with rape and mutilation. 

Don’t get me wrong. I was terrified by the emergence of this 
new kind of comic strip 18 years ago only because I didn’t have the, 
special qualities they required—not because they didn’t have qual- 
ity. Dick Tracy is a magnificently drawn, oouataly written shock- 
er comparable, in its own terms, with Poe. But “suspense” strips, 
though enormously effective, disdain fun and fantasy. Suspense 
was what editors wanted when I was ready to create my own comic 
strip—but all I could do was fun and fantasy. 


Good ‘uns and bad ‘uns 


O I tried to draw straight-faced suspense comic strips. I tried 

to create smart and superior heroes, and submerged them in 
blood-curdling tragedies, increasing in complexity, hopelessness 
and horror and thereby creating reader anxiety, nausea and terror 
—i.e., suspense. But I couldn’t do it. I just couldn't believe in them. 
‘The suspense strips require one-dimensional characters: good guys 
and bad guys, and no fooling around with anything in between. I 
simply couldn’t believe in my one-dimensional good guys and bad 
guys—as I drew them, I discovered good things in the bad guys, and 
vice versa. So my hero turned out to be big and strong like the sus- 
pense-strip heroes, but he also turned out to be stupid, as big, strong 
heroes sometimes are. His mammy, like mine, and possibly yours, 
turned out to bea miracle of goodness, but at the same time she was 
kind of bossy, quite self-righteous and sweetly ridiculous. His girl, 
although wildly beautiful, is vaguely sloppy and, although infinite- 
ly virtuous, pursues him like the most unprincipled seductress. 

The good people in my hero’s town, possibly like those in your 
town, often are a pain in the neck. And the Ha "uns, like some 
bad “uns in real life, are often more attractive than the good ’uns. 
‘The Scragg Boys, Lem and Luke, are fiendish when they are snatch- 
ing milk from whimpering babies or burning down orphan asylums 
to get some light to read comic books by (only to realize that they 
can’t read, anyway); but even the most horrified reader can’t help 
being touched by their respectfully asking their pappy’s permis- 
sion to commit all this manslaughter and mayhem, Monsters they 
certainly are, but they are dutiful children too. 

The society people in Li Abner always have impressive names, 
but there is always something a little wrong with them too—like 
Henry Cabbage Cod, Daphne Degradingham, Sir Cecil Cesspool 
(he’s deep), Peabody Fleabody and Basil Bassoon. Dumpington 
Van Lump seemed a harmless, hospitable kid until it developed 
that his favorite book was How to Make Lampshades Out of Your 
Friends. Colossal McGenius was so brilliant in giving business ad- 
vice that he seemed to be justified in charging $1,000 a word for 
talking to worried tycoons; but it turned out that his weakness 
was telling long, involved jokes (at $1,000 a word) about three 
Bulgarians, whereupon he remembered, much too late, that they 
were actually three Persians, and so he had to start the story all 
over again. When he finally got to the advice it was great, but by 
that time the tycoon had gone bankrupt. 
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companies as you read this, is 
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WHY LI'L ABNER MARRIED continues 


When I introduced a mythical country, Lower Slobbevia, I was 
as technical as the straightest suspense-strip creator, and gave 
readers a map. The map was perfectly reasonable except that the 
names of its parts created some distrust and disrespect for the 
country. The oceans were the Hotlantic and Pitziffic, and there was 
another body of water called the Gulf of Pincus. The capital, Ceaser 
Siddy, home of Good King Nogoodnik, was flanked by the twin 
cities of Tsk-Tsk and Tch-Tch. Its leading citizens had familiar and 
famous, but. somehow embarrassing, names like Douglas Snow- 
banks Jr., Harry S. Rasputintruman and Clark Bagle. Everything 
in Li'l Abner was my effort to be as straight as the straight strips, 
but colored, however, with my conviction that nothing is ever en- 
tirely straight, entirely good, entirely bad, and that everything is 
a litle ridiculous. As in the straight suspense strips, I dutifully 
created the standard, popular suspense situations, but something 
forced me to carry them so far that terror became absurdity. 

For instance, when the Yokums make gigantic sacrifices for 
what they are convinced is a noble and beneficial cause, the reader 
knows they are swindling themselves; even victory will benefit 
only the enemy. When the Yokums are being heroes they are being 
not only heroes—they are being damned fools at the same time. 
When their adversaries are being villainous, they are not only vile, 
they are also confused and frightened. 

Let Abner had to come out that way, because that’s the way 
things seem to me. Well, it happened to make a big hit. It was a 
success because it was something I hadn’t thought much about as 
such. It was a satire. Nobody had done one quite in these terms 
before. I was delighted that I had. I was exhilarated by the privi- 
lege this gave me to kid hell out of everything. 


Good old Jack S. 


T was wonderful while it lasted; and I had no reason for mar- 

rying Abner off to Daisy Mae. But then something happened 
thai threatens to shackle me and my kind of comic strip. It is what 
I call the gradual loss of our fifth freedom. Without it, the other 
four freedoms aren’t much fun, because the fifth is the freedom 
to laugh at each other. 

My kind of comic strip finds its fun wherever there is lunacy, 
and American life is rich in lunacy everywhere you look. I created 
labor-hating labor leaders, money-foolish financiers, and Senator 
Jack S. (“Good old Jack S.”) Phogbound. When highway billboard 
advertising threatened to create a coast-to-coast iron curtain be- 
tween the American motorist and the beautiful American coun- 
tryside, I got some humorous situations out of that too. Race-hate 
peddlers gave me some of my juiciest comedy characters, and I had 
the Yokums tell them what I know is true, that all races are God’s 
children, equally beloved by their Father. For the first 14 years 
reveled in the freedom to laugh at America. But now America has 
changed. The humorist feels the change more, perhaps, than any- 
one. Now there are things about America we can’t Eid. 

I realized it first when four years ago I created the Shmoo. You 
remember the Shmoo? It was a totally boneless and wildy affec- 
tionate little animal which, when broiled, came out steak and, 
when fried, tasted like chicken. It also laid neatly packaged and 
bottled eggs and milk, all carefully labeled “Grade A.” It multi- 

ied without the slightest effort. i loved to be eaten, and would 

)p dead, out of sheer joy, when you looked at it hungrily. Hav- 
ing created the animal, I let it run wild in the world of my cartoon 
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strip. It was simply a fairy tale and all I had to say was wouldn’t 
it be wonderful if there were such an animal and, if there were, 
how idiotically some people might behave. Mainly, the response 
to the Shmoo was delight. But there were also some disturbing let- 
ters. Some writers wanted to know what was the idea of kidding 
big business, by creating the Shmoo (which had become big bu 
ness). Other writers wanted to know what was the idea of o 
cising labor, by creating the Shmoo, which made labor unnecessary. 

It was disturbing, but I didn’t let it bother me too much. Then 
a year later, I created the Kigmy, an animal that loved to be kicked 
around, thus making it unnecessary for people to kick each other 
around. This time a lot more letters came. Their tone was angrier, 
more suspicious. They asked the craziest questions, like: Was I, 
in creating the Kigmy, trying to create pacifism and thus, secretly, 
nonresistance to Communism? Were the Kigmy kickers secretly 
the big bosses kicking the workers around? Were the Kigmy kick- 
ers secretly the labor unions kicking capital around? And finally, 
what in hell was the idea of creating the Kigmy anyhow, because 
it implied some criticism of some kinds of Americans and any crit 
icism of anything American was (now) un-American? I was as- 
tounded to find it had become unpopular to laugh at any fellow 
Americans. In fact, when I looked around, I realized that a new 
kind of humorist had taken over, the humorist who kidded noth- 
ing but himself. That was the only thing left. Hollywood had 
topped making ain’t - America - wonderful - and - ridiculous mov- 
ies, and was making ain’t-America-wonderful-but-anyone-who- 
says-it’s-ridiculous-too-deserves-to-be-picketed movies. _ Radio, 
the most instantly obedient to pressure of all media, had sensed 
the atmosphere, an atmosphere in which Jack Benny is magnifi- 
cent but in which Will Rogers would have suffocated. 

So that was when I decided to go back to fairy tales until the 
atmosphere is gone. That is the real reason why Li’] Abner mar- 
ried Daisy Mae. At least for the time being, I can’t create any 
more Shmoos, any more Kigmies; and when Senator Phogbound 
turns up now, I have to explain carefully that, heavens-to-Betsy, 

oodness-no, he’s not typical; nobody like THAT ever holds pub- 
ic office. After a decade and a half of using my characters as merely 
reasons to swing my searchlight on America, I began all over again 
to examine them, as people. Frankly, I was delighted with them. 
(Frankly, I’m delighted with nearly everything I do. The one in 
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the room who laughs loudest at my own jokes or my own comic 
strip is me.) I became reacquainted with Li’l Abner as a human 
being, with Daisy Mae as an agonizingly frustrated girl. I began 
to wonder myself what it would be like if they were ever married. 
The more I thought about it, the more complicated and disastrous 
and, therefore, irresistible, the idea became. 


Will they live happily ever cfter? 


‘OR instance, Li'l Abner has never willingly kissed any female 
except his mother and a pig. Well—if he got married, he'd have 
to. Even he couldn’t avoid it for more than a month or so. What 
would happen? Would he approve of kissing? Would he say any- 
thing good about it? (And thus make it popular with millions of 
red-blooded young Americans whose “idee!” he is.) Would he do 
it again? As a bachelor he is frankly a bum. He just sleeps, eats and 
goes catfishing As a married man he would have to support his own 
household. How would he do there an stupid enough 
to hire someone as stupid as he is? Is there any profession that re- 
little intelligence as he has? And how about Mammy 
5} ys ruled Abner with an iron fist. Would she 
jisy Mae 
Sure, she’s been sweet and docile with Mammy Yokum 
's, but that might only have been because she needed 
her help in trapping Abner. Now that he’s her’n, will she show her 
true colors and tangle with Mammy. for the lightweight cham- 
hip of the new Yokum home? How about babies? Married 
ple frequently have babies. Would they have a baby? Will he 
really be born on the Fourth of July? Is it possible that they'd 
name him Yankee Doddle Yokum? Babies have uncles. Could I 
freeze the blood of the entire nation by lammy Yokum 
(who can accomplish anything, even singlehanded) produce a baby 
of her own, five minutes after Lil Yankee Doodle Yokum was born? 
Would this child be known as Onele Yokum? 

And how about Sadie Hawkins Day? It has become a national 
holiday. It’s my responsibility. It doesn’t happen on any set day 
in November; it happens on the day I say it happens. I get tens of 
thousands of letters from colleges, communities and church groups, 
starting around July, asking me what day, so they can make plans. 
Well, Sadie Hawkins Day has always revolved around Li'l Abner 
fearing marriage to Daisy Mae. Now that his worst
